An  outdoor  advertising  campaign,  spearheaded  by  the 
Pittsfield  Industries,  Inc.,  got  under  way  this  year  creat- 
ing a  great  deal  of  interest  in  our  Town.  Our  local 
services  have  been  ^\^ell  advertized  by  the  purchase  of 
billboards  on  the  highways  leading  into  Pittsfield. 

Industrial  payrolls  are  the  mainstay  of  our  local 
economy.  There  is  much  credit  due  our  community  for 
its  determination  and  persistence  Tvhich  has  resulted 
in  the  erection  of  a  new  factory  on  the  Barnstead  Road 
by  the  Pittsfield  Shoe  Company.  Occupancy  of  this 
modern  up  to  date  building  is  slated  for  May  1st,  1957. 
Our  thanks  and  best  wishes  to  the  Hirschbergs  for 
their  confidence  in  the  future  of  Pittsfield. 

The  past  year  saw  the  continuation  of  the  black  top 
on  Tilton  Hill  Road  to  the  old  Suncook  Valley  bridge 
location,  a  distance  of  one-half  mile. 

Fairview  Road,  Tvhich  ^vas  graveled  and  reshaped 
last  year,  ^vas  built  up  and  tarred  this  year  from  Sum- 
ner Mack's  corner  to  the  former  residence  of  Paul 
Prescott. 

Smith  Street  Tvas  graded  out,  graveled  and  tarred 
this  year,  thereby  adding  a  little  more  to  our  black  top 
mileage. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Col.  J.  Frank  Drake,  we 
enjoyed  a  series  of  band  concerts  by  the  local  Pittsfield 
Band.  These  concerts  have  provided  great  enjoyment 
to  both  the  young  and  old  of  Pittsfield  and  surround- 
ing communities. 

Pittsfield  suffered  a  heavy  blow  with  the  passing  of 
Fred  W.  Reed.  In  addition  to  conducting  an  extensive 
oil  and  burner  service  in  Pittsfield  and  the  surrounding 
towns,  Fred  also  found  time  to  diligently  carry  on  the 
extra  duties  of  Fire  Ward,  Forest  Fire  Warden,  School 
District  Treasurer,  Trustee  of  the  Carpenter  Library 
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and  was  always  one  of  the  first  to  volunteer  for  any 
worthwhile  project  for  the  benefit  of  the  community. 

Philip  W.  Sherburne,  upon  completion  of  53  years 
of  service  in  our  Fire  Department,  resigned  as  Chief. 
"Phil"  witnessed  the  growth  of  our  department  from 
the  old  hand  drawn  days  to  the  present,  when  Pitts- 
field  can  be  justly  proud  of  a  very  modern  and  effi- 
cient motorized  department  with  a  very  capable  per- 
sonnel. 

Clarence  Robie  has  been  raised  by  his  fellow  Fire 
Wards  to  succeed  "Phil"  as  Chief. 

Our  sincere  thanks  go  to  "Phil"  for  a  job  well  done 
and  our  best  wishes  to  Chief  Robie. 

Pittsfield  also  lost  the  services  of  W^illiam  B.  Ely, 
who  after  17  years  of  tending  our  Fire  Alarm  system 
resigned.  "Bill,"  ever  alert  to  acquire  a  new  bit  of 
equipment,  has  given  us  a  fine  alarm  system. 

\V^alter  E.  Hall  has  taken  over  the  maintenance  of 
our  fire  alarm  system  which  has  noTv  become  a  very 
complex  system  due  to  the  loss  of  our  local  telephone 
operators. 

The  to^vn  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  Frank  T. 
Garland,  whose  devotion  to  our  shade  trees  has  been 
outstanding  through  many  years.  "Frank"  looked  at 
each  and  every  tree  much  as  a  proud  parent  admires 
a  son  or  daughter,  and  his  untiring  efforts  will  be  long 
remembered  by  our  community.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  Town  Dump 
Use  it  freely  Care  for  it 

Your  to^vn  dump  has  been  set  up  for  your  personal 
convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place  where  you  can 
dispose  of  the  large  amounts  of  dangerous,  inflammable 
waste  material  and  other  useless  items  which  accumu- 
late around  your  household  and  local  stores,  brush,  etc., 
cut  on  your  property.  The  town  dump  has  become  a 
valuable  and  indispensable  asset  in  modern  community 
Hfe. 

The  most  successful  town  dumps  are  supervised  — 
regular  days  provided  for  their  use  and  inflammable 
material  consistently  burned.  The  town  dump  which 
receives  no  attention,  where  ^vaste  material  is  scattered 
about  without  supervision  of  any  description,  soon 
becomes  a  community  menace  and  a  liability  rather 
than  an  asset. 

Many  people  still  burn  debris  around  their  homes. 
A  large  number  of  such  fires  get  out  of  control  causing 
unnecessary  damage  and  expense  to  the  burner.  Why 
burn  at  home?  Make  use  of  your  town  dump  and  elim- 
inate the  hazard  of  burning.  It  will  be  easier  for  you  — 
personally  and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden 
—  the  la^v  requires  it.  The  warden  won't  refuse  you 
if  conditions  are  safe. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't 
leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leav- 
ing it.

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FIRE  AND  POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEMS  REPORT 

January  1,  1956  to  June  30,  1956 


There  was  a  total  of  16  alarm  signals  over  the  fire 
alarm  system,  including  1  No  School  and  2  Civil  De- 
fense signals.  All  signals  correctly  transmitted.  Some 
minor  troubles  occurred  and  were  corrected. 

The  Police  Signal  System  experienced  some  minor 
troubles  which  were  corrected.  I  resigned  as  Superin- 
tendent June  30th  due  to  poor  health.  Both  systems 
were  then  in  good  working  condition,  but  required 
the  usual  summer  inspection  and  maintenance  work. 

Since  I  took  charge  of  the  Fire  Alarm  System  there 
were  several  additions  and  some  changes. 

The  alarm  circuit  was  divided  at  Elm  St.  into  east 
and  west  circuits  so  that  one  half  of  the  town  would 
have  alarm  service  should  there  be  trouble  on  the 
other  circuit. 

Some  14  street  alarm  boxes  were  added  to  the  system 
at  small  cost  per  box,  as  these  were  boxes  obtained 
from  other  fire  departments  which  were  required  to 
install  another  type  of  box. 

A  punch  register  for  recording  alarms  and  a  trans- 
mitter capable  of  sending  a  variety  of  desired  signals. 
No  cost  to  town.  High  school  box  connected  to  boiler. 
5  house  alarm  bells. 

New  storage  batteries  to  replace  aged  ones.  Entire 
air  horn  system  of  horn,  air  storage  tanks;  air  com- 
pressor unit.  This  air  system  was  bought  when  it  was 
found  that  the  Cotton  Mill  was  to  close;  and  there 
would  be  no  steam  for  fire  whistle.  Red  Network  fire 
reporting  telephone  line  installed  in  Leather  Factory 
with  five  receiving  telephones  and  fire  alarm  stations 
to  sound  town  alarm.  Also  one  red  telephone  at  Fire 
Station  to  receive  report  of  fire  from  Factory. 

An  emergency  alarm  circuit  was  run  from  Leather 
Factory   to   Fire  Station  for  the  purpose  of  sounding 
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alarms  on  air  horn,  should  alarm  circuit  around  town 
be  out  of  use  due  to  troubles. 

Old  wire  and  crossarms  replaced  on  Depot  St.  and 
Barnstead  Road  and  alarm  boxes  moved  to  new  poles, 
when  both  roads  were  reconstructed. 

Some  people  have  the  idea  it  is  foolish,  and  not  nec- 
essary, to  keep  the  Town  Hall  bell  operating.  It  is 
necessary  in  case  the  air  horn  did  not  operate,  for  then 
there  would  be  no  audible  alarm  to  call  the  firemen. 
And  the  bell  operates  when  it  is  properly  cared  for. 

Approximate  cost  of  above:  air  system  $800.  1  street 
box,  no  cost.  11  street  boxes,  $10  each.  Register  and 
transmitter,  no  cost.  5  house  bells,  $20.  Emergency 
circuit,  $40.  Storage  batteries,  $273.  New  wire  construc- 
tion, $800.  Red  network  telephone  system  requiring 
interior  fire  alarm  bells,  electric  horns,  wire  run  in 
conduit,  master  and  auxiliary  alarm  boxes,  $800;  ne- 
cessitated because  telephone  system  became  dial.  Previ- 
ously the  telephone  operators  received  and  transmitted 
fire  calls  at  no  expense  to  the  town.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Pittsfield 

There  are  so  many  educational  problems  needing 
public  understanding  that  a  choice  is  difficult.  It  seems 
to  me  that  teacher  needs,  enrollment  related  to  build- 
ing capacity  and  finance  are  the  most  pressing  topics  of 
our  mutual  and  immediate  concern. 

Staff 

We  should  be  especially  grateful  for  our  local  resi- 
dent teachers.  These  folks  ^vho  fill  positions  in  our 
elementary  grades  provide  stability  and  sound  quality 
in  teaching.  Many  own  homes  at  Pittsfield  and  adjacent 
communities.  They  are  familiar  Avith  community  prob- 
lems as  well  as  school  needs.  Several  provide  leadership 
in  civic  and  church  organizations.  But  even  these  more 
experienced  local  teachers  are  being  tempted  by  the 
fine  opportunities  in  larger  communities  and  out  of 
state. 

Again  ^ve  have  had  a  large  turnover  of  staff,  particu- 
larly in  junior-senior  high  school.  We  know  that  these 
continuous  changes  do  not  promote  good  education. 
Frequently,  we  find  that  young  teachers  leave  us  after 
making  the  normal  youthful  mistakes  and  reaching  the 
point  of  greatest  value  to  us.  We  appear  to  be  a  train- 
ing school,  without  the  facilities  and  time  to  guide  and 
supervise  adequately.  Often  ^ve  find  it  necessary  to  use 
the  salary  allocation  for  an  experienced  person  who 
leaves  to  "buy"  the  services  of  a  beginner. 

Though  low  salaries  are  not  the  full  reason  for  fre- 
quent turnover,  this  is  a  major  factor.  Our  beginning 
salaries  are  ahvays  minimums  and  we  have  no  real 
promise  of  financial  advancement  in  our  top  figures. 
Out  of  a  staff  of  26,  there  are  12  new  people.  Compari- 
sons may  be  odious,  but  certainly  are  enlightening. 
During   the   school  year   1955-56,   the  average   junior- 
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senior  high  school  salary  in  New  Hampshire  was  $3673. 
At  Pittsfield,  ours  was  $3,000.  The  New  Hampshire 
average  for  elementary  teachers,  grades  1-6,  was  $3,272. 
Our  average  was  $2,982,  including  two  teaching  princi- 
pals. For  the  current  year,  the  estimated  averages  for 
New  Hampshire  are  $3,910  for  high  school  and  $3,445, 
elementary.  We  are  paying  for  junior  and  senior  high 
school  this  year  an  average  of  $3,292  and  for  elementary 
$3,133.  All  will  quickly  agree  that  we  want  superior 
teachers.  Certainly  we  cannot  attract  and  hold  such 
people  in  the  long  run  for  less  than  average  salaries. 

At  this  time,  I  am  pleased  that  both  your  school 
board  and  budget  committee  have  approved  a  reason- 
able salary  increase  for  the  coming  year,  which  we  sin- 
cerely hope  will  enable  us  to  retain  the  majority  of  our 
staff. 

We  have  been  successful  in  bringing  together  a  fine 
group  of  new  teachers  with  a  variety  of  educational 
backgrounds  who  are  working  hard  and  well  for  our 
youth,  under  Mr.  Kelley's  leadership. 

Enrollment  and  Capacity 

It  appears  that  our  enrollment  for  the  school  year 
1957-58  will  be  somewhere  between  575  and  600  pupils. 
Our  census  reports  from  September  1950  to  September 
1956  show  an  increase  of  local  pupils  from  731  to  788, 
ages  0-18.  The  total  number  of  tuition  pupils  will  re- 
duce to  some  extent  due  to  smaller  entering  classes 
from  Gilmanton,  Barnstead  and  Loudon.  We  cannot 
at  this  time  fully  predict  the  effect  of  the  new  foster 
children's  law  on  tuition  receipts,  resident  enrollment 
and  state  foundation  aid.  If  the  new  factory  results  in 
an  influx  of  families,  the  capacity  of  our  buildings  will 
have  to  be  extended. 

Final  payment  on  our  first  bond  issue  will  be  made 
in  May  1961.  In  1967  the  second  bond  issue  will  be 
fully  paid.  By  placing  the  cafeteria  at  the  Grammar 
School  in  the  basement,  we  may  gain  one  room  therein. 
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In  my  opinion,  we  cannot  extend  our  present  facilities 
beyond  this  point  without  new  building.  Certainly  new 
construction  is  in  the  picture  for  1960-61. 

We  are  striving  to  maintain  and  improve  our  present 
facilities  within  budgetary  limitations. 

Finance 

Barring  emergencies,  we  shall  again  close  our  books 
in  June  in  the  black.  Anticipated  expenses  are  close  to 
appropriations  estimated  in  January  1955.  We  have 
had  to  replace  tAvo  floors  in  the  new  wing  because  of 
poor  workmanship  and  materials.  Roof  leaks  have 
caused  additional  expense.  We  have  had  to  make  tem- 
porary corrections  on  the  grandstand  roof,  awaiting  a 
vote  for  money  to  do  a  complete  repair  job.  We  lost 
many  good  teachers,  but  employed  our  new  faculty 
barely  within  the  appropriation.  Water  rent  is  a  new 
expense.  Our  appropriation  for  oil  may  be  inadequate 
because  of  price  increases. 

Insufficient  state  money  resulted  in  a  cut  of  about 
$3,000  in  foundation  aid.  However,  the  new  building 
aid  fund  provides  $1,400  new  revenue,  20%  of  the  an- 
nual bond  payment.  The  tax  commission  adjusts  these 
figures  in  June  or  July  so  that  the  district  has  the  same 
amount  as  appropriated  for  school  purposes  in  March. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  tuition  pupils  during 
the  current  year,  particularly  from  Barnstead,  and  un- 
expected income  from  tuition  for  foster  children,  under 
the  new  law,  add  a  bright  note.  At  this  time,  it  appears 
that  your  school  district  will  have  sufficient  funds  to 
pay  the  entire  cost  of  the  new  oil  burners  at  the  Gram- 
mar and  Memorial  schools  without  borrowing  the 
$2,000  authorized.  For  the  coming  year,  however,  we 
feel  that  it  is  unwise  to  anticipate  as  much  from  tuition, 
since  sending  districts  will  provide  fewer  new  pupils 
than  the  number  graduating  from  these  districts. 

We  think  it  is  safe  to  estimate  a  large  increase  in  state 
aid.   We  already  qualify  for  much  more  than  we  re- 
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ceived.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  General 
Court  will  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  sustain  at 
least  the  present  formula.  This,  together  with  addi- 
tional qualifying  pupils,  makes  possible  an  adequate 
budget  with  a  small  increase  in  taxes. 

All  items  in  the  new  budget  have  been  carefully 
scrutinized  by  your  school  board  and  budget  commit- 
tee. It  is  a  "minimum"  budget.  I  urge  the  taxpayers  to 
support  it  completely.  Every  dollar  will  be  used  wisely. 

In  public  education  there  is  always  room  for  differ- 
ences of  opinion,  and  constructive  criticism  stimulates 
growth.  We  continue  to  seek  informed  public  opinion 
and  sympathetic  understanding.

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PART  IV.     AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  AND 
SPECIAL  REPORTS 


(a)  Report  of  the  Principal 

The  school  year  1956-57  opened  with  the  full  com- 
plement of  teachers  at  the  high  school.  The  practical 
experience  of  the  veteran  teachers,  plus  the  diverse 
backgrounds  of  experience  of  the  ten  new  members 
of  the  staff  has  led  to  a  high  level  of  cooperation  and 
efficiency  between  the  administration,  faculty  and  stu- 
dent body. 

The  student  body  adapted  itself  quickly  to  the  new 
seven-period  day,  incorporated  to  provide  time  for  a 
much  needed  activity  period.  This  activity  period  not 
only  provided  time  for  activities,  but  also  was  instru- 
mental in  alleviating  the  interruptions  to  good  class- 
room order  by  providing  specific  time  for  assemblies, 
clubs  and  musical  instruction. 

Revisions  in  the  curriculum  were  also  made.  A  new 
course  of  study  for  the  shop  curriculum  was  adopted, 
considering  recommendations  made  by  a  committee  of 
townspeople  and  teachers  who  studied  the  shop  pro- 
gram earlier.  The  committee  consisted  of  Mr.  Robert 
Barnett,  Mr.  Frank  Hillsgrove,  Mr.  Del  Pelessier,  Mr. 
James  McGrath,  Mr.  Mark  Rines  and  Mr.  Paul  Pres- 
cott.  As  a  result,  the  shop  course  now  includes  algebra, 
geometry,  shop  physics  and  applied  physics,  together 
with  the  regular  academic  and  industrial  subjects  that 
were  originally  present.  The  addition  of  these  courses, 
especially  physics,  was  felt  necessary  in  order  to  better 
equip  our  young  men  who  will  work  in  trades  and  in- 
dustries, which  now  demand  a  knowledge  of  scientific, 
as  well  as  manual,  skills. 

The  school  is  trying  to  provide  a  curriculum  which 
will  promote  the  cultural,  moral,  physical  and  social 
development  of  the  pupil  in  his  day-to-day  lessons  of 
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democratic  group  living,  learned  first  in  the  classroom 
and  later  carried  into  life  in  his  family  and  community 
experiences. 

Culturally,  the  reading  and  music  programs  have 
both  been  extended.  The  reading  program  was  supple- 
mented by  the  generous  gifts  of  books  to  the  school 
library  by  Senator  Eralsey  Ferguson,  Mrs.  Frank  Gar- 
land and  the  Women  of  Rotary.  However,  in  order  that 
the  library  adequately  serve  the  students  in  developing 
and  maintaining  good  reading  habits,  more  books  are 
needed. 

The  music  program,  which  now  encompasses  grades 
one  through  twelve,  has  been  integrated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  contributing  toward  the  growth  of  the  student 
through  the  classroom  activities,  instrumental  organ- 
izations and  vocal  groups. 

The  program  dealing  with  physical  education  has 
now  been  extended  to  include  grades  five  through 
twelve.  Thus,  it  is  now  possible  to  begin  at  an  earlier 
age  the  formal  development  of  physical  skills,  coordina- 
tion, good  health  habits  and  good  sportsmanship. 

The  social  skills  have  also  been  provided  for  by  as- 
semblies and  clubs,  which  are  held  during  the  activity 
period.  We  are  also  continuing  to  encourage  general 
participation  in  all  school  functions;  including  ath- 
letics, plays,  school  contests  and  canteens. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents  of  our  community  who 
continually  support  us  and  entrust  us  with  the  educa- 
tion of  their  children.

The  general  condition  of  health  among  the  school 
children  seems  very  good,  after  the  epidemic  of  measles, 
chicken  pox  and  whooping  cough.  We  hope  for  our 
dental  clinic  work  to  continue  each  year.  We  were  for- 
tunate this  year  to  have  the  State  Dental  Health  Bureau 
give  sodium  fluoride  treatments  and  cleaning  to  chil- 
dren from  the  first  grade  to  junior  high.  We  have  had 
two  polio  vaccine  clinics,  sponsored  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  nurse,  assisted  by  our  local  doctors.  Five  hun- 
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dred  eight  inoculations  were  given.  Our  pre-school  and 
immunization  clinic  was  omitted  this  year  because  of 
our  polio  clinic. 

We  do  appreciate  the  help  given  us  through  the  state 
Red  Cross,  Rotary,  Women  of  Rotary,  Salvation  Army 
and  other  organizations.  We  wish  to  thank  parents, 
teachers  and  school  officials  for  their  kind  cooperation 
with  the  school  health  program.

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(c)  DRAKE  FIELD  REPORT  FOR  SUMMER  1956 

The  eight  weeks  of  supervised  play  at  Drake  Field 
went  by  rapidly  for  those  concerned.  A  minimum  of 
rainy  days  made  it  possible  to  continue  a  steady  pro- 
gram. An  average  of  50  to  75  children  participated  each 
day  in  the  events. 

It  is  difficult  in  a  town  park  to  direct  activities  com- 
pletely. We  used,  therefore,  the  tribal  method  of  com- 
petition. This  gave  the  youngsters  a  chance  to  win 
points  in  various  games  throughout  the  season.  The 
boys  enjoyed,  also,  ball  games  with  Camp  Fatima.  The 
tennis  courts  were  used  more  extensively  and  to  a  bet- 
ter advantage  by  visiting  adults.  The  emphasis  was  on 
getting  the  youngsters  to  play  together  in  the  fields 
where  each  was  challenged  the  greatest. 

Tournament  Day  was  quite  damp  and  wet,  but  the 
tribal  spirit  was  still  evident  as  the  Cherokees  and  the 
Apaches  vied  for  a  complete  victory.  There  were  track 
and  field  events,  a  costume  parade,  a  pie-eating  contest 
and  a  big  scramble  for  the  ice  cream  barrel.  Prizes  were 
given  to  the  winners  of  the  season's  events. 

Sylvia  Weldon  did  a  fine  job  working  with  and  plan- 
ning for  the  younger  children.  She  is  not  only  a  nice 
person  with  whom  to  work,  but  also  one  who  shows 
much  pride  and  initiative. 

Much  of  the  equipment  was  saved  this  year  for  fu- 
ture use.  Children  are  hard  on  game  materials.  It  seems, 
however,  that  most  of  the  real  damage  was  done  after 
playground  hours  by  older  people  having  little  regard 
for  civic  responsibility  and  public  property.  It  is  an 
important  issue  at  Pittsfield.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  school  district  in  the  Town 
of  Pittsfield,  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  dis- 
trict affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Greenleaf 
Auditorium  in  said  district  on  the  7th  day  of  March, 
1957,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise
